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-  This  Society  had  its  origin  in  tlie  dcsiie  of  many  yeutlemen, 
principal!}-  living  in  Brooklyn,  not  onl\'  to  bring  together,  at  a 
convenient  centre,  books,  documents,  memorials  of  all  kinds, 
relating  to  the  Iristorv  of  Long  Island,  and  of  the  State  of  Xew 
York,  but  also  to  collect  a  library  rich  in  all  depariments  of 
historical  literature  :  a  library  of  reference,  in  wliicli  the  student 
may  find  what  he  needs  for  tlie  illustration  of  any  period  in 
history,  of  any  epoch  of  progress,  in  politics,  art,  invention,  letters, 
and  human  tb.ouglit. 

Even  the  jiartial  accomplishment  of  so  large  a  plan  must,  of 
course,  rerptire  large  funds,  and  occupy  many  years.  With  small 
means,  a  limited  and  fluctuating  membership,  and  no  Imilding  of 
its  own,  the  Society  has  as  yet  been  able  only  to  make  a  com- 
mencement of  wliat  it  hopes  will  ultimately  become  a  vast  and 
rich  librarj-,  attractive  to  students,  honorable  to  the  city,  and 
fitrnishing  constant  aids  and  incentives  to  liberal  studies.  The 
necessary  foundations  of  such  a  librar}"  have,  however,  l.ieen 
secured  ;  and  the}'  ai-e  broad  enough  to  show  how  ample  and 
helpful  the  library  will  be,  to  all  persons  of  scholarly  tastes, 
whenever  the  oricinal  design  concerning  it  shall  be  more  fullv 
realized.  '«  ■ 

The.  Society  was  incorporated  in  1S63  :  and  it  numbers,  at 
present,  596  Annual  Members,  and  424  Life  Mendjers. 

The  library  already  contains  over  twenty-six  thousand  volumes, 
with  nearly  as  many  selected  ])am|(hlets,  man\-  of  the  latter  being- 
rare  and  valuable.  It  is  very  rich  in  works  relating  to  Amerii/au 
local  history,  and  to  family  genealogy ;  and  contains  neaily  all 
the  important  works  which  have  been  pul>lished  upon  general 
'American  history.  It  is  also'  stri.mg  in  English  and  French 
histui-y  and  biography,  and  has  a  tine  colleetion  of  i-o<tly  am] 
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ricbly  illnstratcd  volumes,  relating  to  fine  art,  antiquities,  and 
natural  liistory.

These  works  are  mentioned  only  as  representative  of  classes  of 
books  included  in  the  library,  of  which  private  collections  will 
usually  contain  but  single  specimens. 

A  department  of  works  relating  to  Egypt,  the  Holy  Land,  and 
Greece,  has  been  founded  by  two  ladies;  and  another  lady  has 
founded  a  department  of  American  biography.  There  is  also  a 
Medical  department,  which  was  established  b}'-  members  of  the 
Kings  County  Medical  Society,  to  which  was  added,  in  1SG9,  the 
entire  library  of  an  eminent  Brooklyn  physician,  })resentcd  by  his 
widow. 

In  -addition,  the  library  contains  a  good  collection  of  general 
literature,  and  is  well  furnished  with  encyclo})a?dias,  dictionaries, 
and  similar  works  of  reference.    It  is  also  supplied  regularly  with 
'  the  most  important  American  and  English  periodicals,  and  the 
New  York  and  lirooklyn  daily  and  wecklv  papers.    t)i  many  of 
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these  periodicals  and  newspapers  the  libr.ry  contains  complete,  or 
nea.ly  complete,  files. 

A  small  library-fund,  of  a  little  more  than  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, has  been  secured,  the  income  of  which  is  annually  applied 
to  tlie  maintenance  and  the  increase  of  these  collections. 

Many  unpublished  manuscripts  are  in  possession  of  the  Society, 
among  them  a  large  portion  of  the  papers  of  Henry  Laurens, 
President  of  the  Continental  Congress,  the  correspondence  of  his 
son,  Col.  John  Laurens,  with  many  letters  of  Eicliard  Henry  Lee, 
Gen.  Gates,  and  other  eminent  men  of  the  period  ;  also  a  series  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty-three  original  lettci's  of  Washington, 
formerly  belonging  to  Edward  Everett,  wliich  h;ive  never  been 
printed,  and  which  abound  in  curious  details,  illustrating  the 
times  and  the  character  of  the  illustrious  writer:  besides  man}'-' 
papers  relating  to  Long  Island,  New  York  City  and  vicinity,  from 
the  peiiod  of  the  Dutch  government  to  the  present  time.. 

It  has  always  been  a  plan  of  the  Society  to  publish  valuable 
original  manuscripts,  as  they  come  into  its  hands,  and  as  it  becomes 
possessed  of  the  necessary  funds.  Thus  far,  however,  it  hns  been 
able  to  publish  only  two  volitmes.  with  the  following  titles  :

These  volumes  have  been  approved  by  historical  students,  both 
in  this  country  and  abroad,  as  of  great  intrinsic  intcrc.-t  and 
value.  Others  will  follow,  whenever  the  funds  needed  for  the 
expensive  work  of  publishing  are  again  within  the  conti-i.il  of  the 
Society. 

The  Society  possesses  a  considerable  number  of  j'aintings, 
mostly  portraits  of  historical  personages;  a  valuable  collect ic>n  of 
Indian  uuriosities,  many  interesting  relics  and  monorials,  and  a 
C' ulo'-tii.iu  of  coins.    The  de[iartment  of  Xanti'ul  Ui.-t'.>!y  ermtains 
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classified  specinit-ns  representing  tlic  Natural  Ilibtory  of  Long 
Island;  and  tlie  comniittee  in  cl  large  is  using  every  means  m  its 
power  to  make  this  complete  as  a  local  collection.  There  are 
also  many  specimens  from  other  parts  of  this  country,  and  from 
abroad,  of  which  onlj'  a  few  are  on  exhibition  at  present.  The 
Natural  History  Committee  holds  monthly  meetings,  to  which  all 
m>^mbers  who  are  interested  are  invited,  when  papers  on  appro- 
priate subjects  are  read. 

The  general  meetings  of  the  Society  are  commonly  held  on  tlie 
second  and  fourth  Tuesday  evenings  of  the  montli,  fi-om  Novem- 
ber to  May.  Tliese  meetings  are,  for  the  present,  held  in  the 
Packer  Institute.

The  original  plan  of  the  Society  can  never  be  accomplished 
until  it  has  a  building  of  its  own,  accessible,  commodious,  in 
which  to  safely  house  its  Library  and  various  collections,  and  in 
which  also  to  hold  its  meetings.  The  most  desirable  lots  in  the 
city  for  such  a  building,  (on  the  corner  of  Pierrepont  and  Clinton 
•Streets.)  were  secured  for  the  Society  several  years  since,  and  are 
still  lield  by  it.    But  various  causes  have  thus  far  consi)ired  to 
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delay  tlie  raising  of  the  amount  necessary  for  the  erection  of  such, 
a  siil)stantiul  and  handsome  structure  as  the  Society  needs,  and 
should  have.  Whenever  that  is  secured,  the  rapid  and  permanent 
progress  of  the  Society,  toward  the  complete  accomplishment  of 
the  generous  and  wise  plan  contemplated  at  its  beginning,  will, 
humanly  speaking,  be  assured. 

Meantime  the  Society  occupies  a  suite  of  eight  convenient  and 
attractive  rooms  in  the  "  Hamilton  Buildiiig,"  on  the  corner  of 
Court  and  Joralemon  Streets,  the  principal  entrance  being  on 
Joralemou  Street.  These  rooms  are  open  to  members,  and  their 
families,  from  8:o0  A.  M.  to  9:30  P.  M.,  excepting  during  the 
Summer,  when  tliey  are  closed  at  6  P.  ]\{. 

A  separate  room  is  provided  for  the  use  of  Ladies,  many  of 
whom  are  in  the  habit  of  availing  themselves  of  the  aids  to  cul- 
ture, and  the  mental  refreshment,  which  the  Lilirary  offers  ;  and  a 
young  lady  is  in  daily  attendance  at  the  rooms,  as  Assistant 
Librarian. 

Members, of  the  Society  are  entitled  to  the  constant  use  of  the 
Libniry  and  Reading  Eooms,  and  have  free  admission  to  all  the 
meetings  of  the  Society.  During  the  past  year  nearly  one  hun- 
dred new  members  were  added  to  the  list.  But  ihese  additions 
were  so  far  counterbalanced  by  the  removal  of  previous  members' 
from  the  citv,  their  death,  or  their  necessary  resignation  of  mem- 
bership for  private  reasons,  that  the  total  nundjcr  of  mendjcrs  is 
now  scarcely  larger  than  it  was  a  year  ago.  It  is  earnestly  to  be 
desired  that  those  who  know  and  value  the  LiS'titution  would 
make  known  to  others  its  character  and  work,  au'I  its  generous 
aims,  and  would  enlist  them  in  its  faithful  and  active  menrber- 
ship.

BY-LAWS. 


NAME. 

I.  — The  name  of  iliis  Society  is,  "The  Long  Island  Historical  Society." 

OBJECT. 

II.  — The  ohjfct  of  the  Society  is  to  discover,  yiiocure,  and  preserve  wluitever 
may  relate  to  general  history  ;  especially  to  the  natural,  civil,  literary  and 
ecclesiastical  history  of  the  United  States,  the  State  of  New  York,  and  more 
particuhuiy  of  the  counties,  towns  and  villages  of  Loug  Island. 

M  E  11  B  E  E  S. 

III.  — The  Society  .shall  consist  of  Resident,  Corresponding,  and  Honorary 
Members.  Resident  Meialjcrs  shall  be  persons  residing  on  Loug  Island.  Cor- 
responding and  Honorary  Members  shall  be  persons  residing  elsewhere  ;  and 
not  more  tlian  twelve  Honorary  Members  shall  be  elected  in  any  one  year. 
Resident  Members,  u]ion  removing  from  Loug  Island,  and  on  giving  notice 
thereof  to  the  Kt-furding  Secretary,  shall  thereafter  be  Corresponding  Mem- 
bers ;  and,  in  lik'"'  manner,  Coi  respon  iing  Members,  upon  coming  to  reside  on 
Long  Island,  shall  cease  to  be  Corresi)onding  Members,  and,  upon  giving  the 
like  notice,  shall  thereafter  be  Resident  Members. 

The  Clerks  of  the  several  counties  of  Long  Island  sliall  be  members,  officio. 

FEES  AND  DI  ES. 

IV.  — Each  Rfsid''nt  memljer  shall,  on  admission,  pay  five  dollars  as  an  ini- 
tiation fee,  and  fivo  dolhirs  as  dues  for  the  current  year  ;  and  annually,  there- 
after, five  dollars  as  dues  ;  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  a  Life  Membership  fee  of  fifty 
dollars,  as  a  cuimutation  for  all  regular  dues.  Should  any  Resident  memlier, 
other  than  a  Life  member,  fail  to  pay  the  said  fees  and  dues  for  two  years 
successively,  or  at  any  time  refuse  to  pay  the  same,  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  erase  his  name  from  the  list  of  memljers,  and  he  shall  no  longer  be  a 
member  of  the  Society. 

GOVEUN.Mr.XT — ELtCCTION  OF  DIUECTOUS. 

v.— The  governnu-nt  of  the  Society  shall  he  vested  in  a  Board  of  twenty-five 
Directors;  to  be  chosen  by  the  Society,  as  hereinafter  jjrovided,  by  ballot,  on 
the  second  Tuesday  of  !May  of  each  year,  of  which  election  notice  shall  be 
given  in  at  least  two  papers,  printed  on  Long  Island.

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  to  he  held  on  the  first  Thursday  of 
»  May,  18()4,  there  >hall  be  held  an  election  for  five  Directors  to  till  the  places  of 
till'  Directors  of  tlw  first  chiss,  whose  term  shall  then  expire  ;  and  annually 
ihereufl-'r  an  election  shall  b.-  held  for  live  1  >i r.-ctors  to  liU  tin-  place  of  those 
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■wlinpe  term  of  office  shall  then  expire  ;  and  all  Directors  elected  at  said  elec- 
tion in  18G4,  and  thereafter,  shall  hold  their  otllce  for  five  jears.  Any  Director 
appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy,  shall  hold  his  olhco  for  the  balance  of  the  unex- 
pirt.'il  term  of  the  person  to  whose  place  he  shall  be  so  appointed. 

In  case  any  election  for  Directors  shall  not  be  held  at  the  time  above  ap- 
pointed, such  election  may  be  held  at  the  next  regular  ineetini^  of  the  Society, 
or  at  any  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  in  the  manner  herein  before 
mentioned  ;  and  the  Directors  elected  at  such  meeting  shall  hold  their  ofKces 
for  the  same  terms  as  if  they  had  been  elected  at  the  meeting  at  which  such 
election  should  have  taken  place. 

The  Directors  shiU  have  custody  of  all  buildings,  funds,  securities,  and 
collections,  belonging  to  the  Society  ;  shall  fix  all  salaries  to  be  paid  to  its 
officers  ;  and  shall  have  in  their  hands  the  entire  control  and  regulation  of  its 
affairs  in  the  intervals  between  the  Annual  Meetings.  They  shall  fill  vacancitS 
occurring  in  the  Board  during  the  year  ;  and  shall  meet  on  the  thinl  Tuesday 
of  May  in  each  year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  they  shall  deem  necessary,  or 
shall  be  called  together  by  the  President  or  Executive  Committee.  The  Direc- 
tors may  declare  the  place  of  any  member  of  the  Board  vacaut  who  shall  be 
absent  from  three  successive  meetings  of  the  Board  witliout  sending  a  reason- 
able excuse  therefor  to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

ELECTION    OF    M  K  ^t  B  E  R  S. 

VI.  — Members  shall  be  elected  as  follows  :  The  candidates  shall  be  proposed 
publicly  at  a  meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a  member  tliereof,  and  the  nomina- 
tions, together  with  the  name  of  the  member  nn\king  them,  shall  be  entered 
on  the  minutes,  and  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Eeports  of 
that  Committee,  recommending  candidates  for  election,  shall  be  openly  read  to 
the  Society,  at  a  meeting  subsequent  to  that  at  which  the  nomications  were 
made  ;  and  if  any  member  demand  a  ballot,  the  election  sliall  be  liy  ballot,  and 
five  black  balls  shall  exclude.  If  no  ballot  be  demandi'il,  the  camlidates  so 
recommended  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  members  of  the  Society. 

^Members  may  also  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors  ;  and  Corresponding 
or  Honorary  members,  may,  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board,  he  elected 
without  a  previous  nomination. 

All  certificates  of  membership  shall  be  signed  by  tin;  President  and  by  the 
Secretaries. 

OFFICERS. 

VII.  — The  Officers  of  the  Society,  except  the  Counsellors,  sliall  hereafter  he 
elected  annually,  an  the  third  Tuesday  of  May,  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and 
shall  be  :

VIII.  — There  shall  also  be  eighteen  Counsellors,  who  shall  be  elected  bj  tlie 
Society  annually  ;  six  of  ■vvhora  shall  be  residents  of  Kings  County,  six  of 
Queens  County,  six  of  Suffolk  County. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Counsellors  to  consult  and  advise  with  the 
Society,  with,  the  Directors,  and  with  the  Executive  Committee,  as  to  the  best 
means  of  promoting  the  ol)jects  of  tlie  Society  ;  and  for  that  purpose  tliey  may 
r  ttend  the  meetings  of  the  IHrectors,  and  of  the  Executive  Comuiittee,  and 
take  part  in  their  di.-^cussions,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote. 

The  Counsellors  shall  also  be,  ex-officio,  members  of  the  Committee  ou  Fine 
Arts. 

COMMITTKE  OX  THE  FIXE  ARTS. 

IX.  — TliP  Pri'sidont,  Librarian,  and  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Comiuirtee, 
together  with  seven  other  memijers,  to  be  appointed  annually  by  the  President, 
shall  constitute  a  standing  committee,  to  be  called  "  The  Committee  on  Fine 
Arts." 

ANNUA!,  MEETING. 

X.  — The  Society  shall  hold  an  Annual  Meeting  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  Mar 
in  each  year,  at  which  an  election  of  five  Directors  and  eighteen  Counsellors, 
by  ballot,  shall  take  place.  In  such  election,  a  plurality  of  votes  given  sliall 
determine  the  choice. 

At  this  Annual  }tleeting,  a  Report  shall  be  presented  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, of  all  the  business  which  they  have  transacted  in  the  preceding  year,  and 
of  all  the  property  of  the  Society  under  their  charge;  which  Report  sliall  be 
entered  in  full  on  the  permanent  Records  of  the  Society. 

STATED  AND  SVECIAL  MEETINGS. 

XI.  — The  Society  shall  meet  statedly  for  literary  exercises,  and  for  the  nom- 
ination and  election  of  new  members,  at  its  Liljrary,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
every  month,  excepting  July  and  August,  unless  otherwise  specially  ordered. 
But  the  President,  or  in  liis  alisence  either  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  may,  and 
upon  the  written  request  of  any  nine  members,  three  of  whom  shall  be  Direc- 
tors, shall  call  a  Special  Meeting,  giving  three  days'  notice  thereof,  to  be  pub- 
lished in  at  least  two  public  newspapers  printed  on  Long  Island.

Xin. — At  all  meetings  of  tlie  Society,  twenty-one  momberd  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transactiou  of  business. 

PRESIDING   OFFICE  n. 

XIV.  — The  President,  or  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents,  or  in 
their  absence,  a  Chairman  pro  tempore,  shall  pre.-^ide  at  all  meetings  of  the 
T)irectors  and  of  the  Society,  and  shall  have  a  castinj^  vote.  He  shall  preserve 
order,  and  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subjei  t  to  an  appeal.  He  shall 
also  appoint  all  committees  authorized  by  the  Directors,  or  Ijv  the  Society,  un- 
less otherwise  specially  ordered.

XV.  — The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  condm-t  the  general  correspond- 
ence of  the  Society.  They  shall,  at  every  meeting  of  tin-  Socit-ty,  rejjort  such 
letters  and  communications  as  tliey  may  have  received  ;  thi'y  shall  prepare  all 
letters  to  be  written  in  connecti')n  with  the  bnsim  ss  or  iibjt'cts  of  the  Society, 
and  transmit  the  same  ;  but  the  Executive  Committee  may  apiioiut  a  cnnimit- 
tee  to  prepare  a  letter  or  letters,  on  any  special  occasion.  'i'!i'-y  sliall  Ivcep,  in 
suitable  books,  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  true  copies  nf  all  letters  writ- 
ten on  behalf  of  the  Society  :  and  shall  carefully  preserve  said  copes,  with  the 
originals  of  all  letters  and  communications  received,  and  shall  di.-posit  the  same 
in  the  Library. 

The  duties  of  the  Foreign  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  bo  limited  to  the 
correspondence  with  individuals  or  associate  bodies  in  foreii^n  countries  ;  and 
those  of  Home  Corresponding  Secretary  shall,  in  like  nuinii'-r,  be  (;oiilined  to 
the  United  States  ;  except  that,  in  the  absence  of  eitli>-r  of  ihi-se  otJicrrs,  rir 
during  a  vacancy  in  either  odicc,  the  duties  thus  left  unfultillt-d  sliall  devolve 
upon  the  other  Corresponding  Secretary,  until  such  absence  shall  terminate,  or 
the  vacancy  be  supplied.

XVI.  — The  Recording  Secretary  shall  liave  the  charge  of  the  Seal,  Cliarter, 
By-Laws,  and  Records  of  the  Directors  and  the  Society.  lie,  tiig<'iiiL'r  with  the 
presiding  officer,  shall  certify  all  acts  of  the  Directors  and  of  tin-  S  u-it-iy.  He 
shall  n<.)lify  all  members  of  their  election,  and  of  siudi  otlu  r  matters  as  ^llali  ha 
directed  by  the  Society  or  Directors,  and  shall  transmit  to  tlifui  their  proper 
diplomas  or  certificates  of  membership.  He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
President,  or  eitlnT  of  the  Vice-Pre.sident.s,  give  due  notice  of  tlie  time  and 
place  of  all  meetings  of  the  Directors  and  the  Society,  and  sliall  attend  the 
s.ime.  He  Bhall  keep  fair  and  accurate  records  of  all  the  proceedings  and 
orders  of  the  Directors  and  the  Society;  and  shall  give  notice  to  the  several 
otlicers,  an<l  to  the  Executive  and  other  Committees,  of  all  votes,  ordeis,  re- 
solves, and  proceeilin^'s  of  the  Directors  and  tlie  Society,  afTectiiig  them,  or 
Rl>pertaining  lo  their  respective  duties.

XVII.  — The  Treasurer  slinll  collect  and  keep  the  funds  and  securities  of  tl.o 
Society  ;  and  so  often  as  these  funds)  shall  amount  to  One  Hundred  dollars, 
they  sludl  be  deposited  iu  some  bank  in  tlie  City  of  Brooklyn  to  the  credit  of 
"Tlie  Long  Island  Historical  Society,''  and  shall  be  drawn  thence  on  the  clieck 
of  the  Treasurer,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Society  only.  Out  of  these  funds  he 
shall  pay  such  sums  only  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  by 
the  Executive  Committee  out  of  appropriations  made  by  the  Board.  He  shall 
beep  a  true  account  of  his  rcceii>is  and  payments  ;  and  at  each  meeting  of  the 
Committee,  or  of  the  Board,  and  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  shall 
Tinder  the  same,  when  the  Executive  Committee  shall  audit  hia  accounts. 

XVIII.  — If  from  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  there  shall  appear  to  be  a 
talance  against  the  Treasury,  no  appropriation  of  money  shall  be  made  fur  any 
object  but  the  necessary  current  expenses  of  the  Society,  until  such  balance 
shall  be  paid. 

LIBRARIAN. 

XIX.  — The  Librarian,  in  connection  with  the  Executive  Committee,  shall 
have  the  charge  and  superintendence  of  the  Library,  and  the  care  aud  arrange, 
ment  of  the  books,  manuscripts,  and  other  articles  belonging  to  the  Society. 
He  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  and  kept, a  proper  catalogue  and  list  of  the  same. 
He  shall  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  donations  to  the  Society  in  his  department. 
He  shall  expend  in  the  purchase  of  books  and  other  articles,  and  for  their  safe 
keeping  and  preservation,  at  the  direction  of  the  said  Committee,  such  sunis  of 
money  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  and  report 
thereon  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  to  the  Board  at  each  of  its  Kegular 
Meetings.  He  shall,  at  least  once  in  each  year,  render  his  accounts  for  such 
purchases  and  expenditures  to  the  Treasurer  for  settlement ;  and  shall  further 
make  to  the  Society,  at  each  Annual  fleeting,  a  full  report  on  the  ccUKlition  and 
progress  of  the  Library  and  collections. 

L  I  n  R  A  K  Y    R  E  G  IT  L  A  T  I  O  N  S  . 

XX.  — The  following  shall  be  the  regulations  for  the  use  of  the  Lilirary  : 

1.  No  book  or  manuscriiit  shall  at  any  time  be  lent  to  any  person  to  be  removed 

from  the  Library. 

2.  Xo  manuscript  in  tlie  Library,  nor  any  paper  read  before  the  Society  and 

deposited  in  its  archives,  shall  be  published,  except  by  the  order  of  the 
Directors,  or  with  the  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

3.  The  hours  during  which  the  Library  shall  be  open,  shall  be  detfrmined 

from  tinif  to  lime  by  tlie  Executive  Committee. 

4.  During  such  hours,  any  member  of  the  Society  may  have  free  access  to 

consult  any  book  or  manuscript,  except  such  as  may  be  designated  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  to  make  extracts  from  the  same  under  the 
authority  of  the  Librarian.  Any  person,  not  a  member,  nuu  ol'tain  the 
like  privilege  of  consultation  from  the  President  or  Librarian,  if  kmiwn 
to  them,  or  upon  the  recommendation  of  some  other  member  to  wln/m 
the  applicant  is  known.  But  no  person,  not  a  member,  shall  bi'  iMTiuitted 
to  make  extracts  froni  the  mamiscrijits  of  the  Society,  excepting  the 
donors  or  depositijrs  of  the  saiue,  without  special  authority  from  the  Ex- 
ecutive Conimitt>.-e. 
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5.  It  ^liall  b''  the  duty  of  the  Libraiinn,  or  his  Assistant,  to  rfport  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Comiiiittee  any  injury  done  to  any  Ijook  or  manuscript  by  any 
person  consulting  the  same  ;  ami  the  said  Coruniittee  may,  at  tlieir  dis- 
cretinu,  lay  such  reports  before  the  Board.  For  any  such  injury,  the 
jiersou  doing  it  shall  make  such  pecuniary  com'iensation  as  the  said 
Committee  shall  judge  proper  ;  and  if  he  be  not  a  member,  the  Com- 
mittee shall  have  power  to  prohibit  him  from  further  access  to  the 
Library.

XXI.  — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  solicit  and  receive 
donations  for  the  Society  ;  to  provide  for  its  literary  and  other  exercises  ;  to 
recommend  plans,  and  make  the  neces.sary  arrangements  for  promoting  its 
objects;  to  digest  and  prepare  business;  to  authorize  the  disbursement  and 
exiicnditure  of  moneys  in  the  Treasury,  out  of  the  general  ap]iroj)riatious  made 
by  the  Board  of  Directors,  for  the  payment  of  salaries,  current  ex[ien£e3,  fitting 
up  the  Library,  the  ordinary  purcliase  of  books,  binding,  ]>rinting  and  other 
necessary  outlays.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  .Janitor  and  Porter, 
and  to  prescribe  their  duties  and  fix  their  salaries.  They  shall,  in  connection 
with  the  Liiirariaii,  have  charge  of  the  arrangement  and  regulation  of  the 
Library  and  collections  ;  and  shall  have  authority  at  any  time  to  examine  into 
the  condition  of  the  same,  and  into  the  state  of  the  finances  ;  as  also  generally 
to  superintend  the  interests  of  the  Society,  and  execute  all  such  dvities  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  committed  to  them  by  the  Board. 

They  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every  month,  excepting  the  month  of 
August ;  and  shall  keep  accurate  ^Minutes  of  all  their  transactions  ;  and  a  full 
Rei)ort  shall  be  piesenled  by  them,  at  each  Regular  Meeting  of  the  Beard  of 
Directors,  of  what  has  been  done  by  them,  or  by  the  Lil^rarian  and  Treasurer, 
at  their  direction,  in  the  interval  between  that  and  the  juxceding  llegular 
Meeting. 

COMMITTEE  ON  FI^'E  AKTS. 

XXII.  — The  Committee  on  Fine  Arts  shall  have  the  arrangement  and  gen- 
eral direction  of  the  Society's  (rallery  of  Art.  They  shall  decide  upun  the  ad- 
niissiou  into  the  Gallery  of  objects  of  art,  and  determine  their  position  therein. 
They  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  mfke  such  siieciel  rules  and 
regulati(jns  in  regard  to  the  Gallery,  as  they  may  think  necessary  for  its  ])res- 
ervation,  proper  use,  and  enjoyment ;  and  shall  devise  and  present  |dans  for 
its  extension  and  improvement. 

ALTEUATIOX  OF  I!T-LAAVS. 

XXIII.  — No  alteration  in  the  By-Laws  of  the  Societv  shall  be  made,  unless 
such  alterution  shall  have  been  ojienly  proposed  at  a  previous  mei-tini:  uf  the 
Directors,  entered  on  the  minutes,  with  the  name  of  the  Director  pr.'pusing  the 
Panie,  and  shall  be  adopted  by  a  nnijority  of  the  members  of  the  Board.  And 
in  ruse  of  such  proposed  amendment,  the  Recording  Secretary  sliall  be  reriuired 
to  arcunipiiity  the  notice  for  the  next  meetii\g  of  the  Bfiard  with  a  copy  of  the 
pr')]Mi.i,.,l  amendment,  and  a  notice  that  the  same  will  be  acted  iij>ou  at  the 
n.iM  ting  for  which  the  notice  was  given.
